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The  Dream  Prophecy  of  King  Nebuchadnezzar  and  its 
Fulfilment — God's  Kingdom  of  the  Latter  Days. 

Address  Delivered  at  the  One  Hundredth  Annual  Conference  of  the  Church,  by 
President  Riidger  Clawson,  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve. 


My  brethren  and  sisters :  This  is  an  his- 
toric occasion.  la  view  of  the  great  cele- 
bration of  the  centenary  of  the  Church 
now  in  progress,  my  thoughts  of  late  have 
turned  to  the  prophecies  of  old.  Many  of 
the  predictions  of:  the  ancient  prophets 
have  been  fulfilled  to  the  letter  so  far  as 
time  has  gone,  others  are  in  process  of 
fulfilment. 

I  am  reminded  of  a  very  remarkable 
incident  that  occurred  in  the  very  early 
years  »f  the  earth's  history.  This  incident 
has  been  briefly  referred  to  by  my  breth- 
ren who  have  already  spoken,  but  I  have 
been  looking  at  it  from  a  little  different 
angle. 

It  would  seem  that  Nebuchadnezzar, 
the  king  of  Babylon,  dreamed  a  dream 
which  made  a  profound  impression  upon 
his  mind,  but  strange  to  say,  upon  a- 
wakening,  he  was  unable  to  recall  the 
dream,  and  the  interpretation  thereof. 
So  he  called  for  the  wise  men  of  Babylon, 
the  magicians,  the  astrologers,  the  sorcer- 
ers and  the  Chaldeans,  and  he  command- 
ed them  to  bring  back  his  dream  and  give 
the  interpretation  thereof.  If  they  would 
do  this  he  promised  them  gifts  and  re 
wards.  But  if  they  failed  he  warned 
them  that  .they  would  be  cut  to  pieces  and 
destroyed. 


They  said  to  him,  "  O  king,  live  for- 
ever: tell  thy  servants  the  dream,  and 
we  will  shew  thee  the  interpretation." 

The  king  said,  "  The  thing  is  gone 
from  me." 

An  Unusual  Request. 

Thereupon  the  wise  men  were  very 
much  agitated,  and  they  said  to  him : 

O  king,  thou  hast  required  of  us  an  un- 
usual thing.  There  is  no  man  upon  the 
earth  who  can  show  the  king  this  matter. 
It  is  only  the  gods,  whose  dwelling  is  not 
with  flesh,  that  can  bring  back  your 
dream. 

For  this  cause  the  king  was  angry  and 
very  furious,  and  sent  forth  a  decree  that 
the  wise  men  of  Babylon  should  be 
destroyed. 

This  was  a  very  critical  time  for  Daniel, 
the  young  Hebrew  prophet,  and  his  three 
brethren  who  were  numbered  amonar  the 
wise  men  of  Babylon.  Daniel  sought  an 
interview  with  the  king  and  pled  with 
him  for  further  time,  saying  that  he 
would  get  the  interpretation  of  his  dream. 
His  request  was  granted. 

The  King's  Dream  Made  Known. 
Now,  mark  you,  by  the  prayer  of  faith 
the   king's  dream   was  made   known  to 
Daniel  of  the  Lord,   and  the  interpreta- 
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tion  was  given.  Once  more  Daniel  was 
conducted  before  the  king  and  he  said  to 
him: 

We  will  bring  back  your  dream,  0  king, 
and  we  will  give  you  the  interpretation 
thereof. 

And  so  he  said : 

Thou,  0  king,  sawest,  and  behold  a 
great  image.  This  great  image,  whose 
brightness  was  excellent,  stood  before 
thee,  and  the  form  thereof  was  terrible. 

This  image's  head  was  of  fine  gold,  his 
breast  and  his  arms  of  silver,  his  belly 
and  his  thighs  of  brass. 

His  legs  of  iron,  his  feet  part  of  iron 
and  part  of  clay. 

And  then,  the  prophet  said: 

Thou  sawest  till  that  a  stone  was  cut 
out  without  hands,  which  smote  the 
image  upon  his  feet  that  were  of  iron  and 
clay,, and  brake  them  to  pieces. 

Then  was  the  iron,  the  clay,  the  brass, 
the  silver,  and  the  gold,  broken  to  pieces 
together,  and  became  like  the  chaff  of 
the  summer  threshing  floors ;  and  the 
wind  carried  them  away,  that  no  place 
was  found  for  .them :  and  the  stone  that 
smote  the  image  became  a  great  moun- 
tain, and  filled  the  whole  earth. 

This  is  the  dream ;  and  ;we  will  tell  the 
interpretation  thereof  before  the  king. 

The  Interpretation . 

He  said: 

Thou,  0  king,  art  a,  king  of  kings :  for 
the  God  of  heaven  hath  given  thee  a 
kingdom,  power,  and  strength,  and  glory. 

And  wheresoever  the  children  of  men 
dwell,  the  beasts  of  the  field,  and  the 
fowls  of  the  heaven,  hath  he  given  into 
thine  hand,  and  hath  made  thee  ruler 
over  them  all.  Thou  art  this  head  of  gold. 

And  after  thee  shall  arise  another  king- 
dom inferior  to  thee,  and  another  third 
kingdom  of  brass,  which  shall  bear  rule 
over  all  the  earth. 


And  the  fourth  kingdom  shall  be  strong 
as  iron. 

This  fourth  kingdom  was  represented 
by  the  feet  and  toes  of  iron  and  of  clay. 

Forasmuch  as  thou  sawest  that  the 
stone  was  cut  out  of  the  mountain  with- 
out hands,  and  that  it  brake  in  pieces  the 
iron,  the  brass,  the  clay,  the  silver,  and 
the  gold ;  the  great  God  hath  made  known 
to  the  king  what  shall  come  to  pass  here- 
after: and  the  dream  is  certain,  and  the 
interpretation  thereof  sure. 

And  he  said  further: 

And  in  the  days  of  these  kings  shall 
the  God  of  heaven  set  up  a  kingdom, 
which  shall  never  be  destroyed;  and  the 
kingdom  shall  not  be  left  to  other  people, 
but  it  shall  break  in  pieces  and  consume 
all  these  kingdoms,  and  it  shall  stand 
forever. 

The  Fulfilment. 

The  Christian  world  of  today  is  witness 
of  the  fact  that  the  very  things  which  the 
great  image  stood  for  have  occurred  so 
far  as  time  has  gone.  History  certifies 
to  the  fact  that  King  Nebuchadnezzar 
was  the  head  of  gold.  The  Medes  and 
Persians,  an  inferior  kingdom  to  Babylon, 
were  the  arms  and  breast  of  silver.  The 
Macedonian  kingdom,  under  Alexander 
the  Great,  was  the  belly  and  thighs  of 
brass ;  and  the  Roman  kingdom  under 
the  Caesars-  was  the  legs  of  iron.  For, 
mark  you,  later  on  the  kingdom,  or  em- 
pire of  Rome,  was  divided.  The  head  of 
the  government  in  one  division  was  at 
Rome  and  the  head  of  the  government  in 
the  other  division  was  at  Constantinople. 
So  these  two  great  divisions  represented 
the  legs  of  iron.  Finally,  the  Roman 
empire  was  broken  up  into  smaller  king- 
doms, represented  by  the  feet  and  toes 
of  iron  and  clay,  and  as  there  were  ten 
toes  on  the  image,  we  might  well  con- 
clude  that   the   following  ten   kingdoms 
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stand  to  represent  the  toes:  Italy,  estab- 
lished in  496  A.D.  ;  France,  in  753; 
England,  853;  Germany,  800,  Holland, 
922;  Portugal,  1138;  Persia,  1139; 
Austria-Hungary,  1159;  Spain,  1171; 
Greece,  1829  A.D. 

The  Stone  Cut  Out  of  the  Mountain . 

The  stone  cut  out  of  the  mountain 
without  hands,  representing  the  kingdom 
of  God,  was  established  April  6,  1830, 
with  six  members,  and  is  known  as  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  Thus  the  work  of  the  Lord  in 
our  own  time,  designated  by  revelation 
as  a  marvelous  work  and  a  wonder,  had  a 
very  humble  beginning,  but  it  has  grown 
apace.  Today  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  has  a  mem- 
bership of  about  700,000.  It  cost  the 
best  blood  of  the  nineteenth  century  to 
establish  this  work  on  the  earth.  Its 
founder,  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  and 
his  brother  Hyrum  Smith,  the  Patriarch, 
were  martyred  for  the  cause  of  truth,  in 
Carthage,  Illinois,  in  1844.  The  Latter- 
day  Saints  have  passed  through  the  fire 
of  persecution  and  have  stood  the  test  of 
one  hundred  years.  Never  was  the  pros- 
pect brighter  for  our  people  than  it  is 
today.  We  sincerely  believe,  and,  I  may 
say,  have  every  assurance,  that  this 
Church  will  stand  forever.  It  is  indeed 
the  Church  of  the  Son  of  God,  the  Re- 
deemer of  mankind. 

Its  Organization. 
Within  its  organization  will  be  found 
a  line  of  general  authorities,  consisting  of 
a  First  Presidency  of  three,  a  council  of 
Twelve  Apostles,  a  Presiding  Patriarch, 
a  First  Council  of  Seventy  and  a  Presid- 
ing Bishopric.  There  are  in  the  Church 
also  numerous  quorums  of  High  Priests, 
Seventies,  Elders,  Priests,  Teachers,  and 
Deacons,   by   which    and   through    which 


the  affairs  of  the  Church  are  conducted 
and  the  Gospel  preached  to  the  saints 
and  to  the  world  and  the  ordinances  of 
the  Gospel  administered  for  the  salvation 
of  souls. 

For  the  knowledge  I  have  and  of  which 
I  humbly  testify  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ, 
and  that  Joseph  Smith  is  a  prophet  of 
God,  I  am  truly  thankful  and  feel  to 
praise  the  Lord. 

God  bless  you,  my  brethren  and  sisters. 
God  bless  the  people  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints,  and  prosper  his  work,  and  bless 
those  who  preside  over  and  direct  the 
affairs  of  his  Church  is  my  prayer,  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.     Amen. 


As  the  Compass  Points. 

By  Dr.  John  A.  Widtsoe,  President 
European  Missions. 

During  the  last  twenty  years,  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  has  more  than  doubled  its  mem- 
bership. So  says  the  British  Press, 
basing  its  report  upon  a  survey  recently 
completed  by  the  Institute  of  Social  and 
Religious  Research.  And  more  interest- 
ing to  the  Press,  only  three  other  large 
denominations  have  grown  during  the 
same  period  at  a  similar  rate,  none  a- 
mong  the  older  and  better  known 
churches. 

The  author  of  the  study  "  The  U.S. 
Looks  At  Its  Churches,"  Dr.  C.  Luther 
Fry,  ponders  the  significant  fact  that 
non-traditional  religious  groups,  such  as 
the  Latter-day  Saints,  have  enjoyed  the 
most  rapid  growth  in  this  period  of  uni 
versal  enlightenment.  He  concludes  that 
fundamental  changes  must  have  entered 
into  the  religious  thinking  of  humanity — 
at  least  in  America. 

The  real  change  is  that  men  demand 
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truth  as  never  before,  and  insist  on 
knowing  the  truth  for  themselves.  Super- 
stition has  had  its  day.  The  blind  follow- 
ing of  priestly  authority  has  been  laid 
low.  A  muzzled  God  is  becoming  an  im- 
possible conception.  Something  that 
comports  more  nearly  with  the  human 
understanding  must  be  found. 

Men  can  comprehend  the  latter-day 
message.  The  vision  of  a  Gospel  for 
man's  good,  to-day  and  forever,  is  clear. 
The  law  of  cause  and  effect  in  the  spiri- 
tual as  in  the  material  world  makes  re- 
ligion understandable.  The  right  of  free 
agency  under  eternal  law  gives  man  a 
new  self-respect.  The  meaning  and  pos- 
sibilities of  human  brotherhood,  if  all  are 
literal  children  of  God,  direct  efforts  for 
human  betterment.  And  a  church  that 
speaks  with  authority,  yet  rules  by  com- 
mon consent,  answers  to  the  call  of  the 
spirit. 

The  findings  and  conclusions  of  this 
elaborate  religious  survey  point  (o  the 
religious  future  of  the  world.  Man-made 
churches  have  failed  to  satisfy  the  soul's 
demands.  Humanity,  hungry  for  the 
bread  of  life,  are  seeking  food  elsewhere. 
Knowledge,  certain  and  demonstrable, 
must  replace  emotional  excitement  as  a 
means  of  spiritual  revival. 

The  growth  of  the  Latter-day  Saints 
in  the  face  of  bitter  and  unrelenting  op- 
position such  as  no  other  church  has  had 
to  endure,  is  the  most  remarkable  thing 
about  these  statistics.  Human  history 
implies  that  only  truth  possesses  such 
vitality. 

Truth  is  not  established  by  numbers  ; 
it  is  truth,  though  none  accept  it ;  yet, 
truth  will  prevail,  for  it  is  the  only  im- 
perishable thing. 

Tatter-day  Saints  look  calmly  into  the 
future,  knowing  well  the  ultimate  victory 
of  truth. 


Haun's  Mill  Massacre. 


A  Brief  Example  of  Early  Mormon 
Persecutions.  Extract  from  Relief 
Society  Manual,  European  Missions. 


Several  Latter-day  Saint  families,  en 
route  from  Kirtland,  Ohio,  to  Far  West, 
Missouri,  stopped  for  the  night  at  Haun's 
Mill.  They  were  travelling  in  peace  and 
minding  their  own  business,  hut  had  been 
detained  several  times  by  armed  forces. 
On  October  30,  1838,  a  marauding  band 
of  300  men  swooped  on  these  saints  at 
Haun's  Hill  and  enacted  a  crime  of  blood 
and  carnage  beyond  description.  The 
brethren,  crying  for  "  quarter,"  sought 
refuge  in  the  blacksmith  shop,  while  the 
sisters  and  children  fled  midst  a  shower 
of  bullets  into  the  woods.  One  girl  was 
shot  through  the  hand  and  fell  over  a 
log,  the  mob  continuing  to  pour  bullets 
through  the  portion  of  her  dress  which 
protruded  above  the  log,  thinking  they 
were  hitting  her  body.  The  mobbers 
plundered  goods,  drove  off  cattle,  and  in- 
humanly butchered  seventeen  men  and 
wounded  thirteen  others.  What  a  scene ! 
One  old  man  was  literally  cut  to  pieces 
with  a  corn  cutter  as  he  pleaded  for  his 
life.  A  little  boy  begged  for  mercy,  but 
a  fiend  blew  out  his  brains.  A  sister  hid 
her  husband  under  a  pile  of  leaves. 

About  this  bloody  tragedy  Sister 
Amanda  Smith,  an  eye-witness,  says: — 
0!  what  a  horrible  sight!  My  husband 
and  one  of  my  sons  lay  lifeless  upon  the 
ground,  and  another  son,  wounded  and 
bleeding  .  .  .  and  the  ground  all 
covered  with  the  dead  and  dying. 
My  husband  had  on  a  new  pair  of  calf- 
skin boots,  and  they  were  taken  off  him 
by  one  who  afterwards  made  his  brags 
that  he  "  pulled  a  d — d  Mormon's  boots 
off  his  feet  while  he  was  kicking." 

It  was  sunset  when  the  mob  left  and 
we  crawled  back  to  see  and  comprehend 
the  extent   of  our  misery.  ,      A 

dozen  helpless  widows  grieving  tor  their 
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husbands,  who  lay  cold  and  insensible 
around  them.  ...  I  knew  not  but 
at  any  moment  the  mob  might  return 
to  complete  their  dreadful  work.  All 
through  the  night  I  heard  the  groans  of 
the  sufferers,  and  once  in  the  dark  we 
groped  our  way  over  the  heap  of  dead  in 
the  blacksmith  shop  to  try  to  soothe  the 
wants  of  those  who  had  been  mortally 
wounded,  and  who  lay  so  helpless  among 
the  slain. 

Next  morning  Joseph  Young  helped  the 
stricken  sisters  cast  the  bodies  of  their 
dead  husbands  into  a  deep,  dry  well,  be- 
cause there  were  not  enough  survivors  to 
bury  them.  They  were  given  no  burial 
rites.  All  were  thrown  in  except  Sister 
Smith's  son,  Sardius.  But  Brother  Young 
could  not  throw  one  so  fair  into  this 
ghastly  pit.     Sister  Smith  continues: 

"  0,  they  have  left  my  Sardius  unburied 
in  the  sun,"  I  cried,  and  ran  and  covered 
his  body  with  a  sheet  .  .  .  and  then 
I,  his  own  mother,  horrible  to  relate 
.  .  .  threw  him  into  this  rude  vault 
with  the  others,  and  covered  them  with 
straw  and  earth. 

Settlement  of  Nauvoo. 

After  they  had  been  driven  from  the 
state  of  Missouri,  the  saints  found  refuge 
in  the  state  of  Illinois.  Three  months 
later  Joseph  and  Hyrum  Smith  escaped 
from  Liberty  Gaol  and  joined  their 
families  at  Quincy,  Illinois,  on  April  22, 
1839.  Committees  had  been  appointed  to 
locate  and  buy  land  for  the  saints,  but 
came  to  no  definite  terms.  Some  distance 
up  the  Mississippi  River  was  a  small  set- 
tlement, an  insignificant  village  with  only 
six  houses,  called  Commerce.  Here  the 
Prophet  bought  tracts  of  land  from  Hugh 
White  and  Dr.  Isaac  Galland,  on  long- 
time notes.  Here  the  leaders  decided  to 
locate  the  headquarters  of  the  Church. 
Though  the  site  was  marshy  the  location 
was  beautiful,  and  the  saints  moved  there 
practically  in  a  body.  They  began  to 
build    anew,     drained    the     fever-ridden 


swamp  lands  and  converted  them  into  a 
fit  habitation.  The  name  Commerce  was 
changed  to  Nauvoo,  meaning  beauty  and 
rest. 

(Note:  Chicago  was  first  settled  in 
1833.  In  1839  Nauvoo  became  a  much 
larger  city.  Both  were  the  largest  wes- 
tern cities  at  that  time,  but  the  vacant 
expanse  of  the  plains  and  deserts  and 
mountains  for  hundreds  of  miles  awaited 
the  Mormons,  who  later  claimed  the  west 
from  its  uncivilized  state.) 

Illness  in  the  camps:  But  the  people 
Avere  not  without  their  trials.  Wilford 
Woodruff  says :  It  was  a  very  sickly  time 
(when  the  refugees  from  Missouri  first 
arrived  at  Commerce,  on  the  site  of  the 
future  city  of  Nauvoo)  and  Joseph  had 
given  up  his  home  in  Commerce  to  the 
sick,  and  had  a  tent  pitched  in  his  door- 
yard  and  was  living  in  that  himself.  The 
large  number  of  saints  who  had  been 
driven  out  of  Missouri  were  flocking  into 
Commerce,  but  had  no  homes  to  go  into 
and  were  living  in  wagons,  in  tents,  and 
on  the  ground.  Many,  therefore,  were 
sick  through  the  exposure  they  were  sub- 
jected to.  Brother  Joseph  had  waited  on 
the  sick,  until  he  was  worn  out  and  nearly 
sick  himself. 

On  the  morning  of  July  22,  1839,  he 
arose  reflecting  upon  the  situation  of  the 
saints  of  God  in  their  persecutions  and 
afflictions,  and  he  called  upon  the  Lord 
in  prayer,  and  the  power  of  God  rested 
upon  him  mightily,  and  as  Jesus  healed 
all  the  sick  around  Him  in  His  day,  so 
Joseph,  the  Prophet  of  God,  healed  all 
around  on  this  occasion. 


If  thou  wilt  do  good,  yea,  and  hold  out 
faithful  to  the  end,  thou  shalt  be  saved 
in  the  kingdom  of  God,  which  is  the 
greatest  of  all  the  gifts  of  God ;  for  there 
is  no  gift  greater  than  the  gift  of  salva- 
tion.— Doctrine  and  Covenants  6:13.

Edison  -Cobb  Denounce 
Cigarettes. 


The  first  great  commandment  of  the 
Lord  is :  "  Be  fruitful  and  multiply  and 
replenish  the  earth."  (Gen.  1:28.)  A 
married  couple  who  refuse  to  have  chil- 
dren disobey  God's  first  commandment, 
and  will  have  intense  regrets  both  in  this 
life  and  in  the  life  to  come.  In  advancing 
years,  to  see  others  have  the  joy  of  children 
in  their  homes  that  they  might  have  had 
will  be  punishment  in  this  world.  In  the 
next  life,  how  can  they  face  their  Maker 
and  explain  their  refusal  to  aid  Him  in 
populating  the  earth?  Then  in  sorrow 
and  regret  they  will  know  the  full  meaning 
of  the  words : 
"  Of  all  sad  words  of  tongue  or  pen, 

The   saddest   are   these,   it  might  have 
been." 

Delays  are  dangerous.  Mrs.  David 
Harold  Peery,  says :  "  A  young  couple  who 
delay  having  children  often  bring  a  curse 
on  them  so  that  the  wife  gets  in  a  con- 
dition whereby  she  cannot  have  children. 
If  she  obeys  God's  commandment  and 
willingly  has  children,  appreciating  this 
great  blessing  as  a  gift  from  God,  the 
Lord  will  help  her  provide  for  those  chil- 
dren and  she  will  make  a  much  better 
success  than  the  woman  who  refuses  the 
blessing   of   motherhood. 

Unfortunately  there  are  some  couples 
who  are  anxious  to  have  children,  but  this 
blessing  is  withheld  from  them.  Such  a 
couple  can  have  this  joy  by  taking  an- 
other's child  into  their  home  and  hearts. 
They  make  the  child  happy  and  thereby 
they  become  happy.  They  receive  the  joys 
of  parenthood.  They  took  a  child  of  God 
and  reared  it  in  all  care  and  tenderness. 
They  will  receive  the  compensation  of  good 
works  and  learn  the  full  meaning  of  the 
words : 

"  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto 
one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren, 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me."     (Matt.  26  :  40.) 


AVe  are  very  anxious  that  our  children 
shall  grow  intellectually,  physically  and 
morally.  Perhaps  the  greatest  benefactor 
to  mankind  at  the  present  time  is  Thomas 
A.  Edison  (the  inventor  of  the  modern 
electric  light).  I  stood  on  a  mountain 
behind  Hollywood  one  night  some  time 
ago  and  saw  the  electric  lights  blazing 
for  a  distance  of  twenty-five  miles,  one 
of  the  most  splendid  sights  in  an  evening 
that  I  have  ever  seen,  and  all  of  it  due 
to  the  genius  of  Thomas  A.  Edison,  who 
wrote  in  a  letter  to  Henry  Ford: 

"  The  injurious  agent  in  cigarettes 
comes  principally  from  the  burning 
paper  wrapper.  The  substance  thereby 
formed  is  called  '  Acrolein.'  It  has  a 
violent  action  on  the  nerve  centres, 
producing  degeneration  of  the  cells  of 
the  brain,  which  is  quite  rapid  among 
boys.  Unlike  most  narcotics,  this  de- 
generation is  permanent  and  uncontroll- 
able. I  employ  no  person  who  smokes 
cigarettes. 

"  Thos.  A.  Edison." 

Ty  Cobb  is  given  the  credit  for  being 
the  greatest  baseball  player  in  his  day. 
He  has  become  too  old  now  to  play  base- 
ball, and  I  think  has  been  released. 
Among  other  things  he  says : 

"  Too  much  cannot  be  said  against 
the  evils  of  cigarette  smoking.  It 
stupefies  the  brain,  saps  vitality,  under- 
mines one's  health,  and  lessens  the 
.  moral  fibre  of  the  man.  No  boy  who 
hopes  to  be  successful  in  any  line  can 
afford  to  contract  a  habit  that  is  so 
detrimental  to  his  physical  and  moral 
development. 

The  alert  brain,  the  strong  body,  and 
the  moral  stamina  necessary  for  the 
success  in  any  line  of  endeavour  are 
weakened  and  destroyed  by  the  cigar- 
ette habit;  and  young  men  should  real- 
ise its  disastrous  effects." 

Extracts  from  a  discourse  by  Heber  J. 
Grant,  President  of  the  Mormon  Church.

BELIEF     AND     ACTION.

A  class  of  people  may  be  found  in  the 
world  to-day  who  delight  to  moralise, 
especially  upon  religion.  Say  they :  "  It 
is  not  what  a  man  professes  that  really 
counts,  it  is  what  he  does."  Observing 
probably  a  lack  of  real  Christian  spirit 
in  orthodox  Christianity,  they  would  fain 
denounce  all  churches  and  creeds  in  par- 
ticular as  unnecessary.  Is  such  a  denun- 
ciation justified?  The  failure  to  apply 
a  truth  does  not  in  any  way  affect  the 
reality  of  that  truth.  The  individual  may 
believe  and  yet  not  apply.  Yet  belief  is 
a  necessary  precedent  to  faith  and  action. 
Belief,  Faith,  Knowledge  are  stepping 
stones  in  the  Gospel  plan  of  progression. 

The  one  who  voluntarily  adheres  to  any 
creed  must  have  the  sincere  disposition 
to  conform  his  life  to  the  truth  in  his 
belief.  The  truth  at  hand  with  the  desire 
to  apply  the  same  will  determine,  to  a 
large  extent,  the  manner  of  man  that 
shall  be. 

Correct  principles  must  be  taught  to 
derive  the  fullest  benefit.  Let  me  relate. 
Joseph  Smith,  the  Mormon  Prophet,  asked 
how  it  was  that  he  could  handle  so  ad- 
mirably such  a  composite  people  as  the 
Latter-day  Saints,  he  replied  in  substance  : 
"  We  teach  them  correct  principles  and 
they  govern  themselves."  The  harmoni- 
ous and  congenial  relationship  existing 
among  this  people  was  the  outcome  of  their 
belief. 

We  develop  according  to  the  proportion 
of  truth  in  our  creed  and  the  faithful 
application  of  it.  Relief  and  action  are 
two  inseparable  realities.  We  believe 
before  we  apply. 

Spiritual  development  is  relative,  de- 
pending largely  on  the  extent  and  realiza- 
tion of  the  truth  possessed.  Relative 
progression  may  be  observed  among  th? 
so-called      Heathen       o>-      non-Christian 


peoples.  Who  can  doubt  but  what  the 
teachings  of  the  Koran,  the  Philosophy 
of  Buddah  or  the  sagacious  and  inspired 
utterances  of  Confucius  were  not  in  a 
degree  beneficial  to  these  people  in  their 
unenlightened  state.  Their  belief  will, 
of  course,  have  a  corresponding  action. 
We  have  all  that  responsibility  to  live 
according  to  the  light  we  possess  or  the 
light  which  opportunity  affords  us  to 
possess. 

Man  is  frail  and  does  not  always  eon- 
form  his  actions  to  his  reason.  The  neces- 
sity for  grace,  or  spiritual  power,  is 
obvious,  and  may  be  received  by  all 
through  an  acknowledgment  of  the  Deity 
and  a  conformity  to  the  laws  and  require- 
ments of  the  Gospel.  Upon  Latter-day 
Saints  rests  a  special  responsibility.  God's 
truth,  the  fullness  of  the  Gospel,  has  been 
given  to  them  with  the  power  to  apply 
the  same.  By  faithful  application  of  our 
belief  great  blessings  may  be  obtained 
both  here  and  hereafter.

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DESCENT   OF   THE   PRIEST- 
HOOD.

Father  Adam  was  the  first  man  on 
earth  to  hold  the  Priesthood,  and  there 
is  an  unbroken  chain  of  its  descent  from 
him  to  the  present-day  Priesthood-holders, 
There  were  periods  when  the  Priesthood 
was  not  upon  the  earth,  but  with  each 
restoration  the  last  former  holder  returned 
as  a  heavenly  messenger  to  bestow  the 
same  authority  and  complete  the  succes- 
sion. 

At  first  the  Priesthood  was  conferred 
from  father  to  son.  Adam  lived  to  see 
Methuselah,  his  fifth-great-grandson,  be- 
come a  High  Priest  (D.  &  C.  107).  All 
the  Patriarchs  to  Lamech  were  living  pre- 
vious to  Adam's  death  (930  after  Eden). 
Methuselah  lived  until  1656,  after  Eden, 
the  year  of  the  flood.  Lamech's  son,  Noah, 
carried  the  Priesthood  through  the  flood 
period,  and  it  descended  in  much  the  same 
manner  to  Abraham — -the  father's  lives 
greatly  overlapping  the  sons'.  Noah  him- 
self outlived  his  eighth-great-grandson, 
Haran  (Abraham's  brother),  the  latter 
dying  at  the  age  of  56  (about  1995  after 
Eden;  compare  Gen.  11:28  with  Abr. 
2:1,  P.  of  G.P.). 

Here  the  Priesthood  descent  detours 
from  the  genealogical  line  via  Esaias, 
Gad,  Jeremy,  Elihu,  Caleb  and  Jethro 
(Moses'  father-in-law)  to  Moses  (D.  & 
Co.  84).  Isaac,  Jacob  and  Joseph  held 
it.  but  it  was  not  had  among  Israel  in 
Egypt. 

When  Moses  died,  he  took  certain 
priestly  keys  which  were  not  conferred 
upon  his  successor — Elijah — likewise.  The 
lesser  Priesthood  continued  until  John  the 
Baptist  (D.  &  C.  84:25,  26). 

Jesus,  Moses  and  Elias  conferred 
powers  upon  Peter,  James  and  John 
(Matt.  17,  3,  4)  and  these  in  turn  upon 
Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery,  as  also 
did  John  the  Baptist. 


.Moses  and  Elijah  came  in  1836  and 
restored  the  Keys  of  the  Gathering  of 
Israel  and  of  the  Gospel  for  the  Dead  (I). 
&  C.  110).  All  the  brethren  holding  the 
Priesthood  to-day  have  received  it  through 
that  source,  consequently  all  have  received 
it  through  Adam.
